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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Nagakubo(5,757,343) teaches a plasma display having different luminance 
modes(see figure 2). 

Kougami et al(6, 100,939) teach a plasma display having light emission poing of 
the most significant subfields is changed by a pixel or line of field of the display 
device(see figures 28a, 28b; column 19, lines 6-68 and column 20, lines 1-38). 

Naka et al(6,014,258) teach a light emission periodicity could be changed 
random at field/line/pixel period(see figures 13, 16 an d17). 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

None of the cited references teach a plasma display a light-emission sustaining 
step for allowing only light-emitting cells to emit light only during a light-emission period 
corresponding to weights assigned to respective sub-fields, and changing the light- 
emission period in said light-emission sustaining step of the respective sub-fields line 
by line in said plasma display panel.
